FROM HARD TIMES 


Four Stores Close Their Doors 
in Edmonton Within a 
Few Days, 


Edmonton has today four cigar stores 
less than it hada week ago. It sounds 
alarming and is ut surprising, 
Even hard times seems hardly a suffi- 
Clent reason to plead for such an un- 
usual cessation of business In one line, 

Some days ago the Imperial Cigar 
store on First street just north of Jas- 
per, closed its doors and went into the 
hands of the receiver. Yesterday the 
Rex Cigar and News Store company 
gave up the ghost and.was quickly fol- 
lowed by the Poney cigar store on Jasper 
avenue between Third and Fourth 
streets. But the climax—-at least the 
cigar business hopes it is the climax— 
was reached this morning when early 
passers-by noticed «a formidable look- 


least 


ing lock which had been freshly screw - | 


ed on to the front door of Deacons old 
place at 108 Jasper avenue east, lately 
doing business Under the name of. the 
Capital Cigar Stores Limited. This 
store had*come to be looked on as one 
of the fixtures of Jasper avenue, hav- 
ing in the rear a large pool parlor ja 
addition to the regular eigar store in 
the front. Fixture or no fixture Dea- 
con's is no more, This morning it was 
seized for arrears of rent and put under 
lock and Jey. 

Such a cotneidence needs a reason, 
hence the ubiquitous reporter was put 
on the trail, After interviewing sev- 
eral managers. of the larger stores 
Which have survived the deluge he was 
convinced that at least the present fin- 
ancial stringency has not been the sole 
reason for the four failures. In al- 
most every case it was learned that the 
real cause was due to too many hav- 
ing a finger in the pie. About two or 
three years ago when things were still 
booming and the sky seemed the Hmit 
many were anxious to get in on the 
ground fioor of the cigar business and 
share in the wonderful profits then be- 
ing made. Real estate was high in those 
days when all were rich, and locations 
for stores could not be secured. At 
last the bottom ‘of the real estate 
market began to give way and soon 
dropped out. In rushed the men who 
were anxious to start a small business 
in one line or another and among them 
the hard-hit cigar man, Rents seemed 
reasonable enough then and confidence 
in Edmonton's growth seemed to justi- 
fy the hope that there would be busi- 
ness enough for all. 

But it has ben'a lean year and the 
business did notsgrow as was antici- 
pated. 
and too many were looking for plums 
from a pie that was:not so large as 
people thought, Consequently the pre- 
sent troubles are but the logical con- 
clusion of false step—at least that is 
the opinion of the man who was. not 
snowed under.
